WAS surprised 

to read the 

letter from Max 
Wallis of Friends of 
the Earth in last 
week’s GEM, 
because it sounds as 
though he is against 
separated cycle 
paths in principle. 

Anyone who thinks 
that cycling should be an 
available transport 
option for anyone who 
would like to use it, 
which surely includes 
FoE, needs to support 
segregation on main 
roads, because the vast 
majority of people are 
not willing to cycle on 
the roads in existing 
conditions. 

If, however, I have 
misunderstood, and he 
was only objecting to the 
particular 
implementation on Port 
Road, then I agree with 
him. 

In order to be 
successful, it should be 
safe enough for 
unaccompanied 
schoolchildren and users 
of mobility scooters, 
while being convenient 
enough to attract 
existing sporty, touring 
or commuting cyclists. 

I would rate Port 
Road as poor on the 
first, and terrible on the 
second. 


Between Weycock 
Cross and the 
roundabout at the Docks 
Link Road, anyone using 
the road may (or may 
not) have to wait at one 
roundabout and/or two 
signalised junctions. 

On the other hand, the 
cycle path begins on the 
opposite side of the road 
and things don’t really 
improve from there. 

It requires crossing 
back over Port Road 
later on via a two-stage 
toucan crossing; and 
crossing Colcot Road, 
with no help beyond a 
‘cattle pen’, and with a 
poor sightline due to 
parked cars. 

Further, there are four 
more unaided crossings 
of side roads, all 
requiring cyclists to give 
way, one with a ‘cyclists 
dismount’ sign, and one 
requiring four right- 
angle turns; two more 
toucan crossings; 15 
driveways and one petrol 
station exit with no 
marked priority; and, in 
places, bumpy, puddle- 
ridden and debris-strewn 
surfaces. 

So my argument is 
not that such a cycle 
path is not required, but 
that it should be much, 
much better.

decay. She was returned 
to her birthplace in 
Bristol in 1970 and a 
restoration and 
conservation programme 
was begun. 

Visitors can now 
explore the decks, see 
under the ship below the 
glass sea and get an 
insight into the smells 
and sounds of this 
Victorian ship. 

The speaker at the 
September general 
meeting was Professor 
Chris Williams, head of 
the School of History, 
Archaeology and 
Religion at Cardiff 
University. 

His talk, entitled 
“Cartooning the First 
World War’, focused on 
the work of Joseph 
Staniforth. 

Professor Williams 
has extensively 
researched the work of 
Staniforth, who was 
born in 1863 and whose 
family moved to Cardiff 
in the 1870s. 

He is best known for 
his work in the Western 
Mail, Evening Express 
and the News of the 
World. 

Throughout his life 
he created over 15,000 
cartoons passing 
comment on Welsh daily 
life but some of the 
most influential were 
those he drew during 
World War One. 

He produced cartoons 
almost every day from 
July 1914 to November 
1918. 

A grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
enabled his cartoons to 
be digitised in time for 
the centenary of the 
outbreak of World War 
One. 

Professor Williams 
was thanked by 
chairman, Jean 
Bispham, for a very 
interesting talk.

Unsung heroes of 
World War Two 


ON September 15, Polly Davies 
made a return visit to Dinas 
Powys Probus Club. 

This time, she gave an account of 
the use the American army made 
during World War One and Two of the 
Navajo Indians’ ability to pass 
messages in their own language, as a 
code which could not be broken by the 
enemy. 

They became known as the Navajo 
Code Talkers. 

The first code talkers were the 
Choctaw Indians in 1918, after two 
were overheard talking in their own 
tongue. An Army officer realised that if 
he couldn’t understand them, then 
neither could an enemy. 

They were enlisted as _ radio 
communicators and served in Canada 
and Europe at a time when German 
intelligence had broken American 
codes and tapped telephone lines. 

The Navajo nation are natives of 
Mexico, Utah and Colorado and their 
language is very complicated with no 
proper alphabet and has never been 
written down. The government forbade 
the teaching of their native tongue in 
schools, only English was allowed 
(shades of early Welsh schools) and so 
the authorities were surprised to 
discover when looking for code talkers 
that the language had survived. 

When World War Two broke out, 
3,000 Navajo volunteered as talkers, 
even though their nation had no civil 
rights and did not have the vote, and 29 
were initially selected. Before being 
enlisted, they were given tests of their 
ability to transmit, in code, 
complicated military messages. 

They en-coded three-line texts in 20 


seconds, whereas, machine operators 
took three minutes. By 1942, the 
Japanese had cracked American radio 
codes, so after initial training, the 
Navajo joined the Marines initially in 
the South Pacific war zone. 

Their job was to en-code messages 
which were transmitted to military 
commanders who then translated them 
back into English by use of a 
“dictionary” of Navajo words. They 
first had to sign the Secrets Act, which 
was enforced long after the war had 
finished. 

Navajo soldiers took part in many of 
the major battles in the Pacific 
including invasions of Guam, Iwo Jima 
and Okinawa, where Navajo Marine 
Ira Hayes helped raise the Stars and 
Stripes on Mount Suribachi to signify 
victory. In total, 420 Navajo served in 
the armed forces, including later 
deployments in Korea and Vietnam. 

Their input was totally ignored by 
the military after all conflicts had 
finished. The American public was not 
informed of their contribution and no 


medals or other honours were 
awarded. 

It was not until the Freedom of 
Knowledge Act of 1968 was 


established that the public became 
aware of their involvement and, in 
2000, the American Senate established 
the ‘Honouring Code Talkers Act’ and 
the nation was given the Congressional 


Gold Medal of Honour. 

Their achievement in rising above 
cultural oppression was at last 
recognised.

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Council holds 


back on car 
park charges 


PLANNED car 
parking charges 
for Barry and 
Cowbridge town 
centres are to be 
delayed, the Vale 
Council announced 
this week. 

A report to cabinet in 
July had proposed the 
introduction of charges 
for the use of 146 
spaces in Barry and 
179 spaces in 
Cowbridge, 8 per cent 
and 22 per cent of the 
total spaces in each 
respective town centre. 

However, following 
the feedback received 
from local traders, 
residents, and the 
council’s economy and 
environment scrutiny 
committee, a decision 
had been taken to 
“reappraise some 
aspects of the proposal, 
including the viability 
of offering a period of 
free parking”. 

Llantwit councillor 
Gwyn John, cabinet 
member for visible 
services and leisure, 
said: “The introduction 
of car parking charges 
for the small proportion 
of spaces already 
identified in Barry and 


A welcoming space, whatever the weather 


Cowbridge is still a 
necessity. 

“However, in light of 
the feedback that we 
have received, 
particularly from 
scrutiny committee, I 
have asked for further 
work to be done to 
reappraise certain 
aspects of the proposals 
before a final decision 
is taken. 

“The additional work 
to be undertaken will 
focus on two areas, the 
use of automatic 
number plate 
recognition technology 
and the viability of 
incorporating a period 
of free parking within 


the proposed charging 
arrangements,” Coun 
John added. 


The council says that 
due to central 
government cuts, it 
must meet a funding 
shortfall of £25m over 
the next three years. 

Although the 
proposed charges will 
generally raise money 
to fund the 
maintenance, operation 
and improvement of the 
car parks themselves, 
the rationale for 
introducing charges 
was “rooted in the need 
to increase the number 


of visitors and parking 
space availability to 
two of the Vale’s town 
centres”. 

Parking surveys had 
shown that the majority 
of town centres spaces 
are not being used for 
short stays by visitors 
or shoppers but rather 
for longer stay parking, 
with many spaces often 
being occupied by the 
same car all day. 

“In Barry 40 per cent 
of vehicles in the 
Kendrick Road car park 
and 52 per cent of 
those in the Thompson 
Street car park stay for 
at least 4.5 hours. 

While in 
Cowbridge, 62 per cent 
of car parked in the 
Town Hall car park 
stay for at least this 
length of time. 

All of the car parks 
for which charges 
being proposed are full 
or close to capacity for 
most of the working 
day. 

“The introduction of 
charging is designed to 
free up those spaces 
closest to shopping 
centres for people 
planning on short 
stays.”

0.1% of what the Vale 
Council spends annually - 
that is the figure the Vale 
Council cabinet have been 
attempting to raise by 
introducing car parking 
charges in the handpicked 
towns of Barry and 


Cowbridge. 

The local authority stated 
clearly that the primary aim of 
installing parking meters in our 
towns is to raise revenue for their 
own spending — and it has caused 
deep, deep concern across the 
Vale. 

I was, therefore, pleased to see 
that this week the local authority 
has taken the necessary step of 
listening to the community and re- 
appraising any introduction of car 
parking charges. 

At the time of going to press 
over 3,000 local residents have 
signed a petition against the 
introduction of car parking 
charges. 

Traders have been left anxious 
that the future of our most 
cherished high streets could be 
under threat, and I fully 
understand their concern. 

Ihave yet to meet a small 
business owner in Barry and 
Cowbridge that is in favour of 
such punitive charges, as they 
know how damaging such a blunt 
policy would be. 

Over 100 small business 
owners, supporting hundreds of 
jobs, got together to call on the 
council to go through a genuine 
consultation process. 

Local residents, traders and 
small businesses, some operated 
by generations of families, are 
what make our communities so 
diverse. 

The damage that could be 
inflicted by introducing charges of 
up to £30 a week to park is simply 
unnecessary, as it would only raise 
a tiny amount in comparison to 
what the Vale Council spends 
annually. 

If you were to ask most 
businesses if they could save 0.1% 
per annum on costs, they would 
seek more efficient ways of 
providing services to users.

However, he 
managed to score a 
hundred hundreds while 
playing cricket for 
England! 

National Service 
existed from January 18, 
1947 until December 13, 
1962. All of Britain’s 
young men between the 
age of 18 and 26 were 
required by law to serve 
a period of national 
service in HM’s army, 
navy or the RAF. 

The duration varied 
from two years to 18 
months.

underplayed on the big 
screen. 

The more pertinent 
question would be 
whether or not it be a 
case of scope over 
substance, foregoing the 
nuances of narrative and 
character in order to 
focus solely on wowing 
the audience visually, 
and the answer is, 
slightly befuddled 
conclusion aside, it does 
a pretty good job of 
marrying these two 
elements. 

Director Baltasar 
Kormakur’s previous 
films were the 
entertaining, if hollow, 
Contraband and decent 
action film 2 Guns, 
neither of which 
indicated that he had 
something with far 
greater scope in him; 
his direction here is 
hugely impressive, 
capturing the scale of 
the mountain while also 
showcasing how deadly 
and beautiful it can be. 

The direction is 
immersive, thrusting 
you right onto the 
mountainside (if you 
manage to watch the 
film without shivering 
at least once, you’re a 
hardier soul than I) and 
keeping you there; first 
to admire the skill and 
determination of those 
who climbed the 
mountain, then to feel 
the horror and fear as 
their decline goes 
horribly wrong. 

As you would 
imagine from a film 
written by two 
screenwriters with 
Oscar pedigree in 
Simon Beaufoy and 
William Nicholson, 
there is a greater level 
of quality in terms of 
how the characters are 
written and play out, far 
more so than your 
average disaster movie. 

Each character is 
clearly marked with 
their own individual 
arcs that the writers 
service with aplomb, 
granting the film depth 
and resonance that the 
actors bring to life 
beautifully. 

Jason Clarke’s Rob, 
the head of the 
company who is 
guiding the walkers up 
Everest, is your 
everyman with noble 
intentions (attempting to 
generate publicity for 
the company through a 
magazine article, 
helping one of the 
climbers achieve his 
dream), a character 
Clarke essays with ease. 
Josh Brolin is your 
typical braggadocious 
Texan, pig-headed about 
getting to the top; Jake 
Gyllenhall the laid-back 
climber; while the 
chance to see personal 
favourites John Hawkes 
(as a postman with a 


desire to make real his 
aims) and Michael 
Kelly (as the journalist 
writing about the climb) 
in higher profile roles 
also appeals, the film 
not short on acting 
quality. 

There is the sense 
that at times it plays its 
genre cards a little too 
broadly, several 
moments where you can 
sense what is going to 
go wrong and conspire 
against the characters 
and their aims of 
staying alive, but the 
biggest false move the 
film makes comes in its 
choice of whose view 
we see the film from. 

The film makes such 
a point of following 
Rob’s story, including 
tearful phone calls 
home to pregnant wife 
Keira Knightley from 
the beginning, that 
when it reaches an 
emotional crescendo, it 
suddenly moves focus 
onto another character’s 
miraculous cheating of 
death. 

There’s nothing 
wrong with that, but 
what the latter character 
achieves means that the 
film could, and should, 
have been told from his 
point of view, with a 
subplot involving his 
family at home backing 
this up. 

It’s a misstep that 
pulls some of the 
emotion out of what is a 
saddening story made 
all the more terrible by 
its basis in fact, and 
means that while 
Everest drips with class 
and skill, come the 
conclusion you're left 
feeling a little flat. 

VERDICT: An 
impressive film that 
engages and enthrals, 
Everest is grand in 
scope and scale but 
doesn’t underplay or 
ignore the emotional 
core at the centre of the 
story. It loses direction 
a little come a 
conclusion that feels 
mishandled, but this 
aside it’s a solid, 
visually spectacular 
piece of work. 
Enjoyable.

The half-time whistle 
blew with the home side 
enjoying a healthy 22-5 
lead. The slope was 
however now in their 
favour and half-time saw 
coach John Dunleavy 
make several changes, as 
prop Andrew O’Malia, 
hooker Corey Imperatto, 
flanker Lewys John and 
fly half John Morris 
entered the fray. 

The Villagers 
dominated the second 
half and with the home 
side under extreme 
pressure for the first half 
hour of the second half, 
tries by Sonny Driscoll 
and Sam Middlemiss 
were converted by 
Morris and the home 
lead was reduced to 22- 
19. 

The visitors were 
rampant and with Ryan

TWICKENHAM’S 
THE NEXT STOP 


...and it’s far from 
mission impossible 
for Gatland’s braves 


VEN before a ball was 

kicked in anger in their 

must-win opening match 
of the Rugby World Cup 
against Uruguay at the 
Millennium Stadium on 
Sunday, Welsh players had been 
given an early marker for the 
challenge ahead — with pool A 
rivals England’s 35-11 win over 
Fiji at Twickenham. 

That bonus point result added to 
the pressure on a much-changed 
Wales side to seize a priceless 
opportunity to better this result 
against the weakest team in the 
‘group of death’ — and make a 
statement of their own before the 
big clash at Twickenham on 
Saturday evening. 

They knew there could be no 
excuse for failure — after all, as the 
fifth-ranked team in the world, they 
were in the unfamiliar position of 
being seen as Goliath versus David 
(Uruguay are ranked 19th in the 
world). 

Apart from obvious home 
advantage, there was also a marked 
physical disparity between the sides, 
Wales having the heaviest pack of 
the 20 teams in the tournament, 
with the south American amateurs 
the lightest. 

There had been calls in some 
media quarters for head coach 
Warren Gatland to follow England’s 
example and field his strongest team 
from the outset, but the Kiwi had 


opted for a balanced line-up that 
saw many first choice players held 
back for the sterner test ahead, but 
nevertheless was underpinned by 
skipper Sam Warburton in tandem 
with Justin Tipuric, and second row 
giant Luke Charteris. 

It also saw the return from injury 
of tight-head prop Samson Lee and 
fullback Liam Williams, on which so 
much hope depends for Wales in this 
global tournament. 

Despite the wide gap between the 
two sides in world terms, the Welsh 
camp had insisted that they were 
taking the South American 
amateurs “very seriously”. 

Warburton revealed beforehand 
that they had been closely studying 
videos of Los Teros in action: “J 
cannot speak highly enough of our 
analysts. I can go on my laptop and 
see clips of all of their squad players, 
their set piece, and games they have 
played in the past,” he said. 

“Tt means we can have a good look 
at them. We can look at the lineout and 
plan the best options going forward. 

“It’s been a month since Uruguay 
played a bit. However, we expect them 
to be more organised than what we 
have seen.” 

And that indeed proved to be the 
case, for despite that extensive 
Welsh homework on the laptop, the 
visitors, far from being overawed by 
the occasion, belied their ‘minnows’ 
status with a spirited and committed 
display that seemed to unsettle their 
higher ranked opponents from the 
outset. In fact, the game was barely 
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one minute old when Wales 
committed the first of many 
transgressions. Outside half Felipe 
Berchesi gave Uuruguay a three- 
point lead with the resultant penalty 
and then almost immediately failed 
with an audacious penalty attempt 
from all of 45 yards, as the 
discomfited Wales defence offended 
again. 

He made amends with a third 
penalty awarded for a high tackle 
that amazingly put his team six 
points ahead inside 10 minutes - to a 
stunned silence from the home 
crowd and the delight of the small 
pockets of Uruguay supporters 
scattered around the stadium. 

With the Welsh eight worryingly 
making heavy weather of containing 
their lively, lightweight opponents 
upfront, and the backline constantly 
mnisfiring, relief came in the shape of 
the returning Samson Lee, who 
completed a driving maul with a try 
converted by outside half Rhys 
Priestland, to edge Wales into a one- 
point lead. 

When this was followed minutes 
later by the first of three tries by 
Blues centre Cory Allen, converted 
by Priestland, the crowd expected 
that this would finally settle Wales 
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down, but in fact it was the south 
Americans who scored next when 
Barchesi landed his third penalty to 
make the score 14-9. 

Two tries by the Barry man to 
complete his hat trick, coolly 
converted by Priestland, doubled the 
Welsh tally to 28 points, but the 
rising Welsh error count — lost 
possession, turn-overs and dropped 
passes that torpedoed promising 
attacks and cost the side dearly — 
continued to be a concern as a 
mixed first half drew to a close. 

Ten minutes after the change-over 
Hallam Amos’ converted touchdown 
took the score to 35-9, but even then 
the bustling Uruguayans were not 
subdued and launched an attack of 
their own, only to be penalised and 
see Priestland relieve the danger 
with a 30-yard clearance to touch. 

Then came another blow for 
Wales as man-of-the-match Cory 
Allen injured a hamstring in a 
tackle and it was later learned that 
his World Cup adventure is over, 
adding to the lengthening casualty 
list in this injury-hit campaign. 

He was replaced by former 
Cowbridge student Lloyd Williams 
(son of Brynmor) and it was the 
signal for others to appear off the 
bench. 

Scrum half Gareth Davies scored 
the first of two tries as more gilt 
edged chances went begging, until 
Justin Tipuric forced his way over 
for a try converted by Priestland, to 
make the score 47-9. 
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In the dying minute, Priestland 
converted Gareth Davies’ second 
touchdown for a commanding final 
bonus point score of 54-9. 

The question though on 
everyone’s lips was — will even this 
be enough, with both leading pool 
rivals England and Australia yet to 
face the south American minnows, 
particularly with Wales leaving the 
field with yet more walking 
wounded. 

Before then, of course, there is the 
no small matter of a full-blown 
Twickenham showdown with the 
‘old enemy’ — kicking off at the 
ridiculous time for travelling Welsh 
supporters of 8pm on Saturday. 

It could well prove to be a crucial 
decider in the eventual outcome of 
pool A — and one that both sides 
know they simply cannot afford to 
lose. 

It all makes for another epic 
crunch clash between these two arch 
rivals and the home team appear to 
hold all the aces. 

But there is something in the ‘all 
for one, one for all’ spirit in this 
depleted Welsh camp that could yet 
see them confound the sceptics. 

Gatland & Co have prevailed 
there before so the Twickenham 
factor should hold few fears for 
them. 

Despite their unprecedented injury 
misfortunes, they will know it’s 
definitely not mission impossible!
